The first matter laid before the leg- 


islative body was a communication 
from the Conservative Association, of 
Hilo, calling for the removal from 
office of r-htrlff William*. Tbe spirit 
oi tbe document cannot be nil-under- 
stood, and as one of tbe members re- 
marked, "Calls a spade a spade " The 
commuuii'atiou states that Mr. Will- 
iams has not the confidence of the 
leading citizens of Hilo. He is ac- 
cused of incapacity and stupidity, 
and instance- cited in support of that 
accusation, It further states that tbe 
people of Hilo would not have cou 
etnted lo Mr. Williams' appointment 
had it beeu supposed that he was to 
fill the office In anything more thin 
a temporary capacity. Judge Bar- 
nard, of Laupahoeboe, is mentiomd 
as an able successor, who would meet 
the approbation of tbe supporteis of 
the Government. 


Councilman Ho«mer asked as to Ihe 


personnel of tbe Hilo Conservative 
A-bociation, and was Informed that It 
was a representative body of the busi- 
ness men uml prominent citizens of 
the town. Attorney General Smith 
stated that he reg <rdtd the petition us 
coming under the juriHiiiciion of the 
Executive, and should not come be- 
fore a legislative body which had 
nothing to do with the appointment 
of Government subordinates. A mo 
tlou to refer the subject to the Execu- 
tive was passed. 


Councilman Wood introduced a res- 


olution, drawn by the committee from 
the military organizations, for the 
consideration of the Councils. Tiie 
nam>s in tbe document were not 
given out, at it was not deemed ad- 
.visuble to make tbe names puldic 
until each cat-e tiad been thoroughly 
Investigated. The resolution reads as 
follows: 
"A' a meeting of the properly ac 


credited representatives of the volun 
teer military and hpecial police de 
partm«»nt, the following preamble aud 
resolution was adopted f r presents 
tion to jour honorable bodies, and we 
ask that you will >.ive to the state- 
ment* hertin mu.de wuch actiou as 
their important may warrant. 


"Whereas, Duung the pnst two 


years the condition of the loyal citi 
Zens of the Provisional Government 
and its legitimate successor, the Re- 
public of Hawaii, hay been t-uch that 
it wan only b.v great personal sacrifices 
and rixkf, by the ruoi-t determined and 
united effort, aud by the banding to 
gethi-r of such loyal citizens into or 
ganizations of military and semi mil- 
itary character, that their existence as 
a body of freemen could be main- 
tained aud the degra<i»tion of beinp 
slavts to a dispute ai d unprincipled 
monarchy cou'd be averted ; 


"We therefore assert that it was the 


duty of every loyal citizen during 
the-e two years of trial and danger to 
have become a member of some or 
gtimzation huving for its object the 
support and defense of Ihe Govern- 
ment under which we lived ; 


"We turtber assert that if it was the 


duty of all citizen*, rtgardlessof their 
occupations and positions in life, to I 
have become members oi such organi- 
zations, much more was it tbe duty of 
those citizens who receive a regular 
salarj —those who are employees of 
the Government—to 
have become 


known as its defenders, and to have 
been in a situation that when defend 
era were wanted they could have been 
couutfd upon as such, and could have 
assisted in the struggle for (be over- 
throw of the rebellion at a time when 
every man's help counted 
for or 


against the succe»s of the Govern- 
ment, inste-iil of coming in one hy L^'ori or 
one to assiwt when help was no longer 
of vital Importance. 


"We further assert that the follow 


ing persons, employees of this Gov 
ernment, did not prior to January 6 
1895, affllixte with ar.y organization 
having for its ohjeet the defeui-eof the 
Government, anil the protection of 
llle and pioperty from its enemiet 


"Thertfore, he it resolved, Th«t the 
n t U N of every employee whose name 


appears lurein he investigated, and if 
it he found that they huve not proven 
themselves to be f u l l y in accotd n i t h 
the fentinaentM herein expiem«d, they 
be removed at one<» from uny po-ition 
of trust under this Government, at d 
>nly such men he employed ui h m

Much had beeu said of tbe resolutions 
frojn the military organizations ap 
'petfring in tbe phase of threats 
Such 
was not the case. These organiza- 
tions had tbe rig tit to petition as any 
other body, and It was much easier to 
prt at the1 matter iu this way. Dr. 
Word moved that a committee from 
the Councils be appointed to investi- 
gate the cases put before them in the 
lift ami ofier advice to tbe Executive. 


C unclllor Ena expressed the opin- 


ion th»t tbis was a matter similar to 
the Hilo communication aud was en- 
tirely without ihe province of tbe 
legislative1 body to act upon. 
He 
made a motion to refer tbe resolution 
to the Executive which was seconded 
and supported by Councilman Moi 
Ear). 


Councilman Castle asserted the 


good feeling that existed in the com- 
mittee toward the Government aud 
all loyal -employees of the depart- 
ments. Alt that was a*ked for was a 
fair and impartial investigution. 


Mr. EuaStated tnal be wan entirely 


in sympathy with the spirit of the 
resolution, but could uot see liovr the 
Councils could act upon it 


The Attorney General thought it 


was plain that ihe ohject of tbe reso 
lutiou was a perfectly proper one and 
not attended with a spirit of dictation 
The matter bad come up two years 
auo 
He thought it was clearly a 


subject for tbe executive to deal with. 


A vote Was taken on Dr. Wood's 


motion whteti was lost. 


Councilman Kennedy said that a

After the ceremonies attendant on 


the laying of the cornerstone were 
over, the building was rapidly pushed 
to completion, aud Faiber Tbrum 
was the first man pliced In charge. 
Tbe structure was a large one, three 
stories high, with numerousrutbuild- 
ings, etc , but It was constructed of 
lumber. Horace Crabbe, Senior, suc- 
ct-eded Mr Thrum, and he in turn was 
wureeeded by K, 0. Dunscombe and 
others. 


During the great fire on Nuuanu 


street Robert Laing waa in charge of 
the Home, 
which, iben narrowly 


escaped destruction. 
The fire had 


eaten up all the outbuildings, aud it 
was decided to blow up the building. 
\ detachment of sailors from one of 
the English men-of-war were detailed 
for this purpose. They prepared two 
charges of gun-cotton, a email and a 
large one, and touched off the fuses.

THE NEW SAILORS' HOME 


Home Association of Honolulu was 
held on the 21st of November, 1854. 
The records do not show the names of 
all who were present, but they do 
show that Elijah H Allen was elected 
president; Dr G. P. Judd (father of 
the [in-sent chief justi.e) vice-pre-i- 
dent; R<-v William Bingham, secre- 
tary ; and Georue M. Robertson, treas 
urer. To Dr. Judd is credited the get 
ting up of the meeting atid the future 
succe-s of the iuKtitution. Of those 
prt-nent at the first election of officers 
only one lemaius with us, H. M 
Whitney, until lately the honored 
manager <if the GHzetie Company. 


After the organization of the society 


its promoters did not let the grass 
grow under their feet. Subscription 
lists were circulated, concerts were 
given, and various other means of 
raiding money adopted. 
At>out the 


first i f July, 1855, those in charge 
of the Home concluded they had

Boon after the fire the new streets in 


the uelgi borhood were surveyed and 
it was found thit the Sailors' Home 
huildmt: extended eight feet on ihe 
Bethel street line. Ii was thereupon 
condemned and ordered torn down.

The lot on 


winch the building; stood has ri-cent- 
ly been fenced iu and

gra*s, and is now used as au adjunct 
to the police btation. 


In the year 1893. the present hand- 


some huiiding was coiixtructed, the 
funds having been provided from van 
ous donations and other sources.

an arrangement with the Government 
the Sailors Home Society exchanged 
the lot on the corner of Beibel and 
Merchant streets for one on the newly 
made ground near the new fish mar- 
ket and electric light woiks, covering 
a i-urface of about 120 feet square. On 
l his a handsome two story brick build- 
lug nas recently been erected, an er- 
tenor view of which is presented. 
This building is A credit to any city 
and more especially to one the size of 
Honolulu,

nished in modern style with every 
convenience. Still better and larger 
rooms are those set apart for captains 
aud their friends. These are large 
and handsomely furnished and frout 
on the main upper veranda, which is 
liberally 
supplied 
with 
lounging 


chairs and overlooks the harbor. On 
this floor are bath ro<t>rm furnished 
with hot and cold water, water closets 
and lavatories for the use of those 
using the rooms. The entire building 
is lit up with incandescent lights dis- 
tributed wherever needed ln^ hand- 
some fixtures. 


The casual visitor to this Home 


cannot fail to be impressed with one 
thing more than anything else, aud 
tbat is the absolute cleanliness pre- 
served every where. This is apparent 
on all sides, from the matting in the 
hallways to tbe linen on the beds. As 
Superintendent Green says, aud be 
ought to know, "this is due to my 
wife." "She runs tLe place, not me," 
be said to tbe writer, and no one will 
question that tbe handiwork of a 
good housekeeper Is seen everywhere. 


In the rear of the main building is 


a smaller one containing a store room, 
bath roooms with cold water only, 
water-closets and two servants rooms. 


Tbe grounds belonging to tbe insti- 


tution have been aet out In grass and 
numerous trees,

ernment nurseries, will.be planted 
out in a few days.

As soon as 
martial law is ended, the Road Super- 
intendent has agreed to grade the 
streets in the neighborhood, and, 
when that Is done, the Institution and 
its surroundings will be an ornament 
to tbe city 


The Sailors' Home i" a popular in- 


stitution In more senses than oue, and 
tbat tnis Is so it is only necessary to 
say that every room in the bouse is 
now occupied at prices ranging from 
$4 to $8 per month, and applications 
for accommodations are constantly 
being made. Mr. Green expects these 
will be doubled as soon as arrange- 
ments are made for boarding the men.

The Morning Call has 
an editorial on a startling, faktd- 
up story about the torturing of 
Captain Daviee and other prisoners 
by the Hawaiian officials. 
Below 


is given tbe editorial comments of 
tbe Call on that story arvd the ex- 
queen's trial, as also that of tbe 
Chronicle on Hawaiian affairs : 


Judging from tbe published narra- 


tive of Captain William .Davies tbe 
Government of Hawaii tiae probably 
got itsel into trouole. Captain Davies 
commanded the steamer Waimanalo, 
which is supposed to have conveyed 
the arms untd by the insurgents iu the 
late rising. He refused to give testi 
mouy which might criminate him- 
self, or bis friend*; whereupon he was 
strung up by the thumbx to ringbolts, 
with hie legs bound below the knees, 
and a box placed below him so that 
bis toes just touched it. He endured 
this agony for some time. 
Sweat 


poured from his body; the tendons of 
his limbs stood out like strands of 
rope; 
blood-vessels knotted on his 


swelling arms end legs. He begged 
tor a drop of water; but he held out 
till he fainted. 
When be recovered 


consciousness be answered the ques 
tlons put to him rather than endure a 
repetition of the torture. 


If all this be true the American 


people will want a reckoning with the 
Dole Government. For half a century 
we have insisted on a regime of extra- 
territoriality with China and Japan, 
because we were unwilling to subject 
Americans to the barbarous outrages 
used in the administration of criminal 
justice in those countries. When the 
United States has been asked to relax 
this regime, tbe answer has always 
been that we would never, never let 
an American be put to torture in a 
foreign country. 
We only assented to 


a treaty providing for tbe future abol- 
ition of extraterritorial Jurisdiction in 
Japan when the new Japanese code 
abolished torture In that country. 


Now it seems torture is used in the 


republic of Hawaii and is practiced on 
American citizens. That cannot be 
endured for an instant. 


It is evident that there will be a 
great deal of conflicting testimony in 
tbe trial of tbe ex-queen, Lilluoka- 
lani. The Government officials who 
are trying her on charges of mispria- 
ion .of treason rely, at least in part, 
on a diary which they cay she Kept, 
and which is now in their possession. 
According to thla document, she was 
fully apprised of the conspiracy, and 
aided and abetted it, without taking 
an active part. On the other hand, 
when her examination was concluded, 
she filed with tbe court a written 
statement, denying any knowledge of 
or participation in the revolution. 


The prospect is thus that tbe issue 


will be narrowed down to one of vera- 
city. Tbe partisans of the queen will 
probably be as swift witnesses as the 
partisans of tbe Government. 
The 


court will probably not be impartial. 
In revolutionary times such courts 
never are. 


Still, it is hardly to be believed 
that the Government will invite tbe 
reprobation of the civilized world by 
inflicting on Liliuokalani a punish- 
ment which would not bs in conson- 
ance with modern ideas. In our day 
we have seen many queens driven 
from their thrones, but no harm came 
to any of them. The days of ^capital 
punishment or even piolonged im- 
prisonment for dethroned mouarchs 
are over. Mrs. Domlnis will proba- 
bly be sentenced to nothing more than 
exile. That will be hard, as her pro- 
perty is in Hawaii; but every sov- 
ereign who does not agree with his 
subjects is liable to that inconven- 
ience. The watering-places of Europe 
are full of wandering monarchs who 
have to trust to stewards to adminis- 
ter their estates. 


If Liliuokalani is an intelligent 


woman, she must have realized long 
ago that a Hawaiian monarchy at tbe 
present day is impossible. It was a 
farce in tbe time of Ralakaua, as in 
her own. It was woree than the prin- 
cipalities which the British Govern- 
ment suffers to exist in India on the 
condition that the prince takes his or 
ders from the British Resident. She 
herself la a relic of a regime which is 
obsolete and out of date. 


The Chronicle of the 16th, comment- 


ing on the news brought by the Mari- 
posa, says: 


"The only news of Importance is 
that ex Queen JLilinokalanl has actu- 
allj been put on trial for treason, and 
that there is every reason to believe 
ahe will be adjudged guilty.

sion has rested.

of the 


Treasury Department, who visited the 
Alaskan waters last year, and looked 
into the seal Interests there, and by 
Chairman 
Wilson. 
Each Govern- 


ment that decides to become a party 
to the agreement will be invited to 
designate three commissioners and to 
arrange that tbe commission shall be- 
Rio its' work without delay.

has been much dii*cus~ion in tbe com- 
mittee of the propriety of reopening 
tbe seal question in view of the rela- 
tions adopted as a result of the find- 
ings of the Paris tribunal, ajid tbe 
question was admitted to be one 
which aff >rded grounds for a uiflvr- 
OUCH of opinion.
